Tories 
approve 
pay plan 

Premier Alison Redford’s 
Progressive Conservatives 
have scrapped their plan to 
have taxpayers cover off the 
maximum RRSP contribution 
for all politicians, replacing 
it with a new plan opponents 
say is still a cash grab. 

Tory Whip Steve Young 
said the new deal is fair, 
open and easy to understand. 

The new plan approved 
Tuesday will also allow for a 
full RRSP top-up, but this time 
the politicians have to put in 
some of their own money. 

The plan will see politicians 
get a set amount of money 
equal to 13 per cent of their 
salaiy each year. For the aver¬ 
age backbencher making the 
minimum of $134,000, that 
means they get about $17,400 
each year to spend or invest 
however they wish. 

They will also have their 
RRSP contributions matched 
up to 3.25 per cent of their sal¬ 
ary. For the average backbench¬ 
er that means if he or she puts 
in the maximum of $4,900, the 
government will match it. 

Deputy premier Thomas 
Lulcaszulc said the plan 
makes sure that politicians 
and taxpayers work together. 

“MLAs now also have to 
have their own skin in the 
game. They have to put in 
their own dollars as a form 
of contribution, but this is all 
in lieu of a retirement pack¬ 
age,” said Lulcaszulc. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith said it amounts to an 
eight per cent boost to an 
MLA’s salary and is far out 
of line with what average 
Albertans are getting. 

“Albertans have no appetite 
to see MLAs increasing their 
own pay, doing so at a rate 
that is well above inflation 
(and) doing so when they can’t 
even balance the budget,” said

City unveils plans 
for Churchill Square 


Facelift. More green 
space and more 
activities pitched to 
bring life to square

The city is pitching a decades- 
long facelift for Churchill 
Square and surrounding areas 
that would see more trees, 
more activity and fewer cars. 

City staff unveiled a pro¬ 
posed vision for the civic pre¬ 
cinct, an area running between 
99 and 100 Streets from Jasper 
Avenue in the south to 103A 


Avenue in the north. 

At an open house held at 
the Alberta Art Gallery Tues¬ 
day, Toronto-based archi¬ 
tect Diana Gerrard said the 
existing space is important to 
Edmonton, so it is imperative 
to get it right. 

“It is really special, it is 
very rare to find this kind of 
area where you have all of 
your cultural institutions and 
all of your civic institutions in 
one area.” 

The proposed designs 
would see a ribbon of trees 
planted in the now-closed 
road on 102A Avenue, along 
with more trees and green 
space in the rest of the square. 

Lights would be strung 
across 99 Street to make it 


more pedestrian-friendly. Ger¬ 
rard said that cars could still 
use the street, but the empha¬ 
sis would be on people. 

John Dolphin, a downtown 
worker and resident who at¬ 
tended the open house, said 
the square also needs have a 
reason to draw people in even 
when no one is there. 

“What is needed is a rea¬ 
son to come down here for no 
reason at all, something that 
isn’t a festival or a special 
event,” said Dolphin. 

Craig Stumpf-Allen also 
came to look at the designs and 
said they hit the right chord. 

“I have been through a 
couple reiterations of the 
square before, but it seems 
more balanced.” 


Proposal 


• The proposed plan will 
go to council early next 
year with a goal of 
implementing changes 
over the next 20 years. 


• The LRT would cut 
through the square on 
102 Street; the plan calls 
for the station to be 
glass, allowing for an in¬ 
side space that feels con¬ 
nected to the outdoors. 


• Centennial plaza would 
also get an upgrade with 
umbrellas and moveable 
furniture. 


Bill targets government 
spending, expenses 


Minivan crash. Students 
may never return to 
school where girl died 


Local MP Brent Rathgeber 
said his bill designed to open 
up the CBC to more public 
scrutiny is being received 
well in Ottawa. 

Since the CBC was added 
to access-to-information legis¬ 
lation, the organization has 
had an exception for their 
journalistic activities and 
creative work, which Rathge¬ 
ber’s bill would change. 

Last year, Rathgeber at¬ 
tempted to find out the salar¬ 
ies of CBC personalities. He 
said keeping that informa¬ 
tion secret won’t be up to the 
CBC — but up to the informa¬ 


tion commissioner — if his 
bill passes. 

“It really only matters 
what the information com¬ 
missioner thinks and they 
can make their case.” 

His bill also changes the 
privacy act clarifying that fed¬ 
eral government salaries over 
a certain amount are not sub¬ 
ject to the act. 

The network had seen the 
bill, but didn’t have much to 
say on it. “We are looking at 
seeing what it might mean 
for us,” said Angus McKinnon, 
a spokesperson for the CBC.

Edmontonians, used to being 
able to look at any location 
in the city from the outside 
thanks to Google Street View, 
can also take a peek inside lo¬ 
cal businesses too, with Google 
Business Photos (GBP). 

Using the same Street View 
technology and operating 
under Google standards and 
certification, area photograph¬ 
ers can put businesses on the 
map by creating panoramas of 
their store interiors for users to 
access through Google. 

For example, users can 
look inside MilArm Co. Ltd — 
a military supply store as well 
as a museum — to check out 
the store layout, products and 
memorabilia before heading 


down to the store. 

“It showcases what we do, 
and exposes me to a market 
nobody has seen before. They 
can (virtually) come in and 
look around my store to see if 
it’s something that interests 
them,” said MilArm co-owner 
and president Gordon Mc¬ 
Gowan. 

Still in its infancy, Google 
Business Photos isn’t openly 
promoted by Google, but in¬ 
stead is something there for 
users to stumble upon and 
enjoy, said Edmonton GBP- 
certified photographer Dave 
Tameling. 

“I feel, given enough time, it 
will be the status quo,” Tamel¬ 
ing said.

River City Round Up 


kicked off last weekend with 
a chili cook off, beer gar¬ 
dens, family activities, fire¬ 
works and more in Churchill 
Square, and is continuing this 
week and into the weekend 
with live country music as 
well as the ever-popular beef 
show and country market at 
Farmfair International at the 
Edmonton Expo Centre. 


“It’s meant to be a city¬ 
wide festival within Edmon¬ 
ton that brings the country 
into the city, and celebrates 
Edmonton’s agriculture and 
western heritage,” said River 
City Round Up spokesperson 
Tamara Fahlman. “So all 
things country under the um¬ 
brella, from eating locally to 
Farmfair International, where 


there’s buying and selling of 
livestock...

Contestant Shane Hanchey raring 
to rope Canadian Finals Rodeo win 


He’s one of 12 tie-down rop¬ 
ing qualifiers appearing at 
the Canadian Finals Rodeo 
this week, and Shane Han¬ 
chey is ready to win. 

Appearing at the CFR for a 
second time, Hanchey, a na¬ 
tive of Sulpher, Louisiana, is 
no stranger to Alberta rodeos. 
He has ridden all around the 
province, including this year 
in Innisfail, Ponolca, Grande 
Prairie and Bonnyville. 

The 23-year-old arrived in 
Edmonton Tuesday, and is ex¬ 
cited to be back. 

“Just being up there and 
having a shot to win the deal 
is definitely been a dream of 
mine to win and everything,” 
he said. “And so I’m going in 
with the lead, so if I hold my 
position I’ll have a world title 
in Canada. So I think that’s 
pretty cool.” 

Hanchey’s career high¬ 


lights include winning Rodeo 
Houston in 2011, finishing 
third at the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede the last two years, as 
well as qualifying for the 
National Finals Rodeo in Las 
Vegas three times. He was 
also the 2009 American tie¬ 
down roper Rookie of the 
Year. 

Tie-down roping, also 
referred to as calf roping, 
involves a rider catching a 
calf by throwing a loop of 
rope around its neck while 
mounted on a horse, then 
dismounting and restraining 
the calf by tying three of its 
legs together — all in the 
fastest time possible. 

Hanchey’s best time is a 
6.5 second finish at the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede earlier this 
year, where he beat his previ¬ 
ous best time of 6.7 seconds.

As the program enters its 
third year, more organiza¬ 


tions — ranging from church 
groups, Scouts, community 
leagues, sports teams and 
everything in between — are 
needed to keep up with heavy 
demand from seniors seeking 
affordable snow removal. 

“The more groups I can 
get on board, the more sen¬ 
iors I can help,” said Barb 
Carroll, home services co¬ 
ordinator with Seniors Asso¬ 
ciation of Greater Edmonton 
(Sage). 

“We know snow happens. 
Let’s work together to help 
our senior neighbours get 
through it.” 

Run by Sage, Snow Bust¬ 
ers charges seniors a month¬ 
ly fee for snow removal and 
keeps 10 percent to cover 
administrative costs. 

The remaining money 
goes directly to the com¬ 
munity organization, and 
snow shovellers can keep 
the cash or it can be used 


within the group. 

Snow Busters offers a win- 
win situation for seniors and 
community leagues, said Al¬ 
lan Bolstad, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Edmonton Federa¬ 
tion of Community Leagues. 

“It helps build commun¬ 
ity which is what we’re all 
about,” he said.

Urging vigilance. 

Prime ministers talk 
terrorism, nuclear 
energy during stop 
on six-day trade trip 


The Indian government issued 
a pointed and public warning to 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
to mind what they see as alarm¬ 
ing evidence of Sikh extremism 
on Canadian soil. 

Harper is usually the one to 
urge vigilance over extremism 
and terrorism as he travels the 
world meeting with his counter¬ 
parts, but on Tuesday the shoe 
was on the other foot during a 
meeting in India’s capital with 
India’s minister of state for ex¬ 
ternal affairs Preneet Kaur. 

“Prime minister, there was 
another area of great concern 
for us, which was the revival of 
anti-India rhetoric in Canada, 
and I am from the state of Pun¬ 
jab, which we are very happy 
you will be visiting,” Kaur said 
during a morning meeting. 

“We have after veiy hard 
times got a good situation of 
peace and progress back in Pun¬ 


jab and in India and we would 
like that to continue.... We do 
appreciate veiy much that you 
have been forthright and open 
about your stand on this.” 

Indian Prime Minister Man- 
mohan Singh touched on the 
issue again during an evening 
ceremony. 

“India and Canada are na¬ 
tions built on shared values that 
celebrate democracy, inclusive¬ 
ness and diversity,” said Singh. 
“We have similar concerns in 


combating terrorism, extrem¬ 
ism and radicalism.” 

The issue of internal ex¬ 
tremism has been one that has 
shaken India to the core over 
the past several decades — for¬ 
mer prime minister Indira Gan¬ 
dhi was murdered by her own 
Sikh bodyguards after a string 
of events sparked by fundamen¬ 
talists seeking their own separ¬ 
ate, fundamentalist nation they 
would call Khalistan.

Some controversial comments 
about rape didn’t pay off for 
two Republican Senate candi¬ 
dates. 

Both Missouri Republican 
Todd Akin and Indiana Repub¬ 
lican Richard Mourdoclc failed 
in their Senate races on Tues¬ 
day 

Akin was considered a 
strong candidate until a con¬ 
troversial interview in August 
in which he said that women’s 
bodies have ways of avoid¬ 
ing pregnancy in instances of 
“legitimate rape.” 

“The female body has ways 
to tiy to shut that whole thing 
down,” Akin said at the time. 

Democratic Sen. Claire Mc- 
Caskill, who supports abortion 
rights, was re-elected. 

After Akin’s controversial 
comments, Republican lead¬ 
ers, including Mitt Romney, 
called on him to abandon the 
race, but he refused. 

In Indiana, Democrat Joe 
Donnelly defeated Republican 
Richard Mourdoclc, who had 
slipped in the polls after say¬ 
ing during a debate that when 
a woman who is raped be¬ 
comes pregnant it’s what “God 
intended.” 

“I, too, certainly stand for 
life,” Mourdoclc said in the Oc¬ 
tober debate. 

“I know that there are 
some who disagree, and I re¬ 
spect their point of view, but I 
believe that life begins at con¬ 
ception. The only exception 
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Richard Mourdock said pregnancy 
after rape is what God intended.

“I struggled with it myself 
for a long time but I came to 
realize that life is a gift from 
God, and I think that even 
when life begins in that hor¬ 
rible situation of rape that it 
is something God intended to 
happen.” 

The Indiana seat had been 
held for six six-year terms by 
Sen. Richard Lugar, whom 
Mourdock defeated in the pri¬ 
mary. 

Donnelly’s win handed it 
to the Democratic Party.

Race for the White 
House. The lead 
switches a number 
of times all night, 
but U.S. president 
finally triumphs in 
historic election 


He’ll finish what he started. 

President Barack Obama, 
who sought four more years 
to get the job done, won the 
White House in a gut-wrench¬ 
ing, intensely tight battle 
Tuesday night. 

And it was the economy, 
stupid. 

Voters across America 
chose him as the man who’ll 
best fix the nation’s troubled 
financial state and its high 


unemployment. 

In one of the hardest- 
fought campaigns in recent 
history, challenger Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, the 65-year-old former 
Massachusetts governor, bat¬ 
tled until the bitter end, 

The two rivals were close 
in the popular vote. 

Romney had 45.2 million 
votes, or 49 per cent. Obama 
had 45 million, also 49 per 
cent, with 65 per cent of pre¬ 
cincts tallied. 

But Obama’s laser-lilce 
focus on battleground states 
gave him the majority in the 


electoral vote, where it mat¬ 
tered most. 

He had 284, or 14 more 
than needed for victory. Rom¬ 
ney had 200. 

All night the lead kept 
switching back and forth. 

Obama won the reliably 
Democratic Northeast, and 
Romney secured his conserv¬ 
ative base. 

But the critical battle¬ 
grounds with the key to vic¬ 
tory were unsettled late into 
the night — Virginia, Ohio 
and Florida among them — 
and, astonishingly, some vot¬ 


ers were still waiting in long 
lines late Tuesday. 

Romney also held an early 
electoral vote advantage, 159- 
147, with 270 needed for vic¬ 
tory — although he lost his 
home state of Michigan as 
well as Massachusetts, where 
he served as governor. 

The high turnout of Afri¬ 
can-American voters in Penn¬ 
sylvania — reportedly even 
higher than it was in 2008 — 
was thought to have played a 
critical role in the president’s 
victory there. 

In Chicago, Obama’s sup¬ 
porters were overjoyed even 
though he was yet to official¬ 
ly win the White House. 

The president was on his 
way, along with his wife, 
Michelle, to address the 
crowd at his downtown head¬ 
quarters in the Windy City.

In Philadelphia, a judge 
ordered a mural of Obama 
covered up after a Republican 


election worker snapped a 
picture of it at a school poll¬ 
ing place. 

There were reported prob¬ 
lems with ballot scanners in 
the Ohio cities of Cleveland, 
Dayton and Toledo. 

Polling places opened late 
in minority neighbourhoods 
in Galveston, Texas. 

Voters in several storm- 
ravaged areas in New York 


and New Jersey expressed re¬ 
lief at being able to vote at all, 
considering the devastation 
from Superstorm Sandy. 

“Nothing is more im¬ 
portant than voting. What 
is the connection between 
voting and this?” said Alex 
Shamis, a resident of hard- 
hit Staten Island, point¬ 
ing to his mud-filled home.

Soldiers testify at Bales court hearing

Afghanistan killings. 

Hearing told Bales was 
watching a violent 
movie and drinking 
whiskey before going 
on killing spree 


The U.S. soldier accused of 
killing 16 civilians in a night¬ 
time attack on two villages 
in Afghanistan in March was 
largely calm and compliant 
when he turned himself in, 
witnesses testified Tuesday 
at the second day of his hear¬ 
ing. Staff Sgt. Robert Bales 
followed orders, sometimes 
sat with his head in his 
hands and made a joke in a 


failed effort to ease the ten¬ 
sion. 

But Bales also deliberately 
mangled his laptop, folding 
the screen, said two soldiers 
assigned to accompany him 
while he gathered his things. 

That didn’t prevent inves¬ 
tigators from retrieving in¬ 
formation from the comput¬ 
er, Sgt. Ross O’Rourke said. 
He didn’t say what informa¬ 
tion was collected. 

Bales, 39, a veteran of four 
combat tours, faces 16 counts 
of premeditated murder and 
six counts of attempted mur¬ 
der. The hearing will help 
determine whether the case 
goes to a court martial. 

A prosecutor’s opening 
statement and other wit¬ 
ness testimony Monday sug-

gested Bales spent the even¬ 
ing before the massacre at 
his remote outpost of Camp 
Belambay with fellow sol¬ 
diers, watching a movie 
about revenge killings, shar¬ 
ing contraband whiskey 
from a plastic bottle and dis¬ 
cussing an attack that cost 
one of their friends his leg. 

Within hours, Bales em¬ 
barked on a killing spree, 
killing 16 Afghans before re¬ 


turning to the base in pred¬ 
awn darkness, bloody and in¬ 
credulous that his comrades 
ordered him to surrender his 
weapons, said prosecutor Lt. 
Col. Jay Morse. 

Morse said that after Bales 
attacked one village he re¬ 
turned to his post, woke a 
colleague to report what he 
had done and said he was 
headed out to attack another 
village. The colleague took it 
as a bad joke. 

“I never got out of bed, 
sir,” the colleague, Sgt. Jason 
McLaughlin, testified. “I 
thought it was ridiculously 
out of the realm of normal 
possibility, sir.” 

Bales has not entered 
a plea. His attorneys have 
not discussed the evidence, 


but they say Bales has post- 
traumatic stress disorder and 
suffered a concussive head 


injury during a prior deploy¬ 
ment to Iraq.

The 9-11 memorial reopened 
to the public Tuesday a week 
after Superstorm Sandy flooded 
the World Trade Center site, 
but another temporaiy clos¬ 
ure was planned Wednesday 


in anticipation of an expected 
Nor’easter. 

City parks will also be shut 
down due to potential high 
winds from the predicted 
Nor’easter, with park closures 
scheduled from Wednesday 
noon through Thursday noon. 

The earlier news from the 
9-11 site following Sandy, how¬ 
ever, was that last week’s super¬ 
storm —which claimed at least 
40 lives in the city—spared the 
core of the memorial: The re¬ 
flective fountains ringed by the

names of those who died in the 
terrorist attack. 

“My worst fear on the night 
of the storm was, ‘What was 
going to happen to the me¬

Joe Daniels, 
president of the National Sep¬ 
tember 11 Memorial & Mu¬ 
seum, told The Associated 
Press. 

As he walked through the 
memorial site late Monday 
afternoon — he called it “a 
sacred place” — Daniels point¬ 
ed to a tree that miraculously 
had made it through the Sept. 
11 terrorist attack and also sur¬ 
vived the storm.

Aid mission. UN to send 
food for500,000 in 
eastern Cuba after Sandy 


The United Nations on Tuesday 
announced a humanitarian aid 
mission to eastern Cuba in the 
wake of Hurricane Sandy, say¬ 
ing it could end up being the 
most damaging storm to hit 
that part of the island in 50 
years. 

The UN’s World Food Pro¬ 
gram said in a statement 
that it is co-ordinating with 
Cuban authorities to provide 
one month’s food rations for 
nearly a half-million people in 
and around Santiago, a city of 
about 500,000 people that was 
clobbered when Sandy came 
ashore as a Category 2 hurri¬ 
cane on Oct. 25. 

“We are especially con¬ 
cerned about the damage in 
the agricultural sector where 
tens of thousands of hectares 
of staple crops have been af¬ 
fected,” WFP emergency co¬ 
ordinator William Vigil was 
quoted as saying. “Livestock 
facilities have also been ser¬ 
iously damaged, particularly in 
Santiago, and tins humanitar-

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Gunmen assassinate 
brother of leading 
Syrian politician 


Risk of ‘Somatization’. 

UN-Arab League envoy

Gunmen killed the brother of 
Syria’s parliament speaker in 
a hail of bullets as he drove 
to work in Damascus on Tues¬ 
day, the state news agency 
said. 

Mohammed Osama La- 
ham, the brother of Parlia¬ 
ment Speaker Jihad Laham, 
became the latest victim of 
a wave of assassinations tar¬ 
geting Syrian officials, army 
officers and other promin¬ 
ent supporters of President 
Bashar Assad’s regime. The 
killing came a day after some 
of the most intense fighting 
in Damascus in months as 
rebels wage a civil war to un¬ 
seat Assad.

The government and activ¬ 
ists said a series of explosions 
Tuesday evening rocked the 
northwestern edge of Damas¬ 
cus.

In Jordan, visiting Rus¬ 
sian Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov met with Riad Hijab, 
the former Syrian prime min¬ 
ister who defected to Jordan 
in August. It was a rare, high- 
level contact between Mos¬ 
cow and a Syrian opposition 
figure. Lavrov said his talks 
with Hijab were meant to get 
first-hand information from 
the Syrian opposition on how 
they view a solution to the

At least 3 dead at 
California chicken 
processing plant 

A parolee who worked at a 
California chicken process¬ 
ing plant pulled a gun and 
opened fire at the business 
on Tuesday, killing two 
people and wounding two 
others, before taking his 
own life, authorities said. 

Police said they didn’t 
know what prompted the 


attack by Lawrence Jones, 
42, midway through his 
shift at Apple Valley Farms, 
although other workers 
told police he did not ap¬ 
pear to be himself when 
he arrived at the plant for 
work.

Three other people 
were found shot inside. One 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. Jones and another

Right now, inflation is 
around two per cent, while 
a 10-year Government of 
Canada bond is paying 1.8 
per cent.

There are 
plenty of low-risk places for 
conservative investors to 
stash some dough, such as 
in brand name, dividend¬ 
paying stocks. 

While it’s true equities 
will always be riskier than 
bonds, in today’s low-inter¬ 
est rate environment, barely 
paying fixed-income has be¬ 
come risky too. 

The beauty of the stock 
market is that anyone can 
buy in, even if you only have 
$20 a month to save.

Banks will take just about 
anyone at any income level; 
some larger firms require 
a $500,000 investment or 
more before they’ll take a 
client on. 

While you can get access 
to different investment op¬ 
tions — such as real estate 
or hedge funds — if you 
have more money, the point 
is that you don’t need to be 
rich to invest. 

You also don’t need to 
know much about the mar¬ 
kets. Investing newbies can 
purchase mutual funds — 
securities that hold a basket 
of stocks — through an ad¬ 
viser. Sawier investors may 
buy stocks online. 

The earlier you start the 
better, though. The longer 
your funds are left to grow 
the more money you’ll 
make. 


The only people who 
should stay away from the 
markets are those who can’t 
stomach any risk at all. 
Even the most conservative 
equity investor will see their 
portfolios fall from time to 
time. If you can’t fathom 
seeing a negative number, 
then maybe the mattress is 
right for you. 

As history has proven 
time and again, though, 
markets do rise. It may take 


a while before the volatility 
we’re experiencing today 
dies down, but it will. 

Either get in now, when 
stocks are cheap, or hope 
that wad of cash you’re 
hoarding somehow finds a 
way to reproduce.

But he soon 
learns to be careful what he 
wishes for when he is zapped 
back into history as Lincoln 
himself as he watches a play 
at Ford’s Theatre. Abe also 
gets a laugh in Night at the 
Museum: Battle of the Smith¬ 
sonian when the Lincoln Me¬ 
morial comes to life. 

Perhaps the strangest por¬ 
trayal came earlier this year. 
Abraham Lincoln: Vampire 
Hunter is exactly as adver¬ 
tised, leading one critic to call 
it, “a funny, scary, and cheer¬ 
worthy adventure that some¬ 
how manages to make the 
16th President of the United 
States a bad-ass action hero.”

Sitcom's success in the 
North continues to 
defy odds and baffle 
one of the actresses 
who stars in the show 


The most watched TV show in 
Canada — by far — is The Big 
Bang Theoiy. It has been top¬ 
ping weekly Canadian ratings 
charts for years. 

The six-year-old CBS sitcom 
regularly draws between 3.5 
and 4 million viewers a week 
on CTV. The Canadian net¬ 
work also airs reruns of The 
Big Bang Theoiy weeknights 
during the supper hour. Those 
reruns outdraw much of what 
is seen in prime time across 
all networks in Canada. 

CTV is even using the ser¬ 
ies to sway viewers away from 
CBC during the hockey stop¬ 
page. Saturday marathons of 
the comedy were being billed 
as Big Bang Night in Canada 
until CBC complained. They 
are currently outdrawing 
CBC’s Your Pick classic hockey 


reruns by more than a five-to- 
one margin. The series is also 
a popular draw on CTV’s spe¬ 
cialty channel The Comedy 
Network. 

Usually, when a network 
over-uses a series to this 
extent, it drives it into the 
ground. The famous example 
is Who Wants to Be A Million¬ 
aire, a runaway success in the 
’90s until ABC started airing it 
four nights a week across its 
schedule. 

Yet Big Bang remains bullet 
proof. Why can’t Canadians 
get enough of it? 

The question was put to an 
actual neuroscientist: Mayim 
Bialik. She also happens to 
star on the series as Sheldon’s 
brilliant but frustrated girl¬ 
friend Amy. 

“I think they’re laughing 
at us, that’s the problem,” she 
deadpanned at a CBS press 
party held at the most recent 
Television Critics Association 
gathering in Los Angeles. 

Doing deadpan is a Bialik 
specialty. The 36-year-old has 
been using that acting trick 
ever since her days as a child 
star on the early ’90s sitcom 
Blossom. 


Background on Bialik 


Mayim Bialik joined The Big 
Bang Theory at the tail end 
of Season Three as Dr. Amy 
Far rah Fowler. 


• Character. She plays the 
"friend that's a girl, not 
a girlfriend" to brainy 
fuss pot Sheldon Cooper 
(Jim Parsons). At first a 
recurring character, she 
became a regular half 
way through the fourth 
season. Last season she 
earned a best supporting 
Emmy nomination. 


Bialik really has no idea 
why the series gets a bigger 
bang in Canada. 

“The Canadian and United 
States sense of humour is 
similar,” she observes. “I don’t 
think there’s anything mys¬ 
tical about that.” 

“Maybe,” she speculates, 
“people are more inclined to 
like nerdy people in Canada.” 

It may also help that the 
series’ theme song is per¬ 
formed by the nerdiest of Can¬ 


adian bands, the Barenalced 
Ladies. 

For much of the last dec¬ 
ade, Bialik was more focused 
on studies than sitcoms. 

“I had never heard of The 
Big Bang Theory. I didn’t 
watch TV, I don’t watch TV,” 
Bialik said. 

Accepted at both Harvard 
and Yale, she chose to stick 
close to home and pursue her 
degrees at UCLA. That’s where 
she completed her doctorate 
in neuroscience. Married with 
two children, she’s also writ¬ 
ten a book on child rearing, 
Beyond the Sling: A Real Life 
Guide to Raising Confident, 
Loving Children the Attach¬ 
ment Parenting Way. 

One thing her kids — ages 
seven and four — are not at¬ 
tached to is television. The 
oldest saw his first TV this 
summer during the Olympics. 
Neither has seen Big Bang or 
Blossom. 

“I grew up with some of 
the best and worst sitcoms of 
the ’80s,” she says. 

All that exposure to the 
boob tube didn’t seem to rot 
her brain — or kill her TV ca¬ 
reer.

Sea haven’t spent much time

“Kicking each other in the 
ass is probably more like it,” 
laughed the band’s Bob Hallett 
in an interview this week in 
Toronto, seated next to front¬ 
man Alan Doyle.

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go from there.” Well, I have 
no idea what that is. What 
does that mean? 

Hallett: The one for me that 
stands out... would prob¬ 
ably be (2005’s) The Hard 
and the Easy record. After a 
long period of being heav¬ 
ily produced and making 
records very quickly and 
really worrying about how 
they’d sell... that record was 
made in an atmosphere of 
complete indifference and 
freedom.

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Free wheelin’ through 
the streets of Europe 



Trend. Cycling has 
become the hip new 
way to travel in some 
of the most congested 
cities on the continent 


Cycling through the heart of 
some European cities can be 
a terrifying experience as you 
jostle for space with cars, trucks 
and scooters that whizz by with 
only inches to spare. 

Thankfully for bicycle en¬ 
thusiasts, a movement is afoot 
to create more room for cycling 
in the urban infrastructure. 

From London’s “cycle 
superhighways” to popular 
bilce-sharing programs in 
Paris and Barcelona, growing 
numbers of European cities 
are embracing cycling as a 
safe, clean, healthy, inexpen¬ 
sive and even trendy way to 
get around town. 

The trend is also catching 
on outside of Europe, says John 
Pucher, a professor of urban 
planning at Rutgers University 
in New Jersey and co-author of 
a new book titled City Cycling. 
Pucher says urban cycling is on 
the rise across the industrial¬ 
ized world, though Europe is 
still ahead of the pack. 

“Americans make only one 
per cent of their trips by bike 
compared to 26 per cent in 
the Netherlands, 18 per cent 
in Denmark, and eight to 10 
per cent in Belgium, Germany, 
Sweden and Finland,” Pucher 
said, citing official statistics. 

But you don’t need statis¬ 
tics to realize that cycling is in 
vogue. Here are two ways the 
bicycle renaissance has hit the 
streets of Europe: 

Cycle superhighways 

They’re not anything as spec¬ 
tacular as multiple-lane ex¬ 
pressways for cyclists, but city 
planners believe they’re central 
to the bicycle revolution: They 
combine bike paths with bike 
lanes on regular streets to give 
pedaling commuters a smooth 
ride from the suburbs to the 
city centre. 

London opened four “cycle 
superhighways” in 2010, which 


basically amount to a blue 
lane for cyclists on the edge of 
city streets. Copenhagen’s ap¬ 
proach is more ambitious, seek¬ 
ing to keep bicycles and motor 
vehicles physically separated as 
much as possible. The Danish 
capital plans 26 such routes — 
the first of which opened this 
year — building on bicycle- 
friendly features that have been 
in place for years. 

Stop lights are adjusted to 
the rhythm of bicycles, not 
cars. Intersections have foot 
rests and hand rails so that 
cyclists don’t need to put their 
foot down when they stop. The 
route is lined with air pump 
stations and trash cans that are 
tilted for easy access from the 
saddle. 

“A cycle highway is where 
cyclists get highest priority, 
with few obstacles and as few 
stops as possible,” said Marie 
Kaastrup, a Copenhagen city 


official in charge of bicycle pro¬ 
grams. 

Bike sharing 

Bike sharing or city bike servi¬ 
ces that offer bicycles for short 
trips in the downtown area 
have come a long way since the 
first large-scale program started 
in Copenhagen in 1995. That 
concept was simple: Deposit a 
coin to release a bicycle from 
any of a number of bike racks 
across the city—like unlocking 
a shopping cart at the super¬ 
market — and get your coin 
back when you return the bike 
(not necessarily to the same 
rack). Less than two decades 
later, scores of bilce-sharing pro¬ 
grams have been launched in 
Europe and beyond. The most 
recent ones are high-tech, with 
customers using smart cards or 
even mobile phones to unlock 
bikes from docking stations.

Don’t woriy too much about 
which type of oats to use in 
a recipe such as this.

“quick” variety if that’s what 
you happen to have.

“The focus will be on Jer¬ 
ome and Coiy right now,” Reed 
said. “Coiy had a tremendous¬ 
ly successful game Friday, ran 
the ball with a lot of vigour. We 
feel Coiy has earned the right 


to be part of the conversation 
as a featured back in our of¬ 
fence this week.” 

Charles finished fifth in 
league rushing with 887 yards, 
an average carry of 5.2 yards. 
In limited play Boyd averaged

Fehr optimistic as NHL negotiations resume

The NHL and NHL Players’ 
Association didn’t just re¬ 
turn to the bargaining table 
on Tuesday. They stayed 
there for a good long time. 

Talks restarted at an un¬ 
disclosed location midway 
through the afternoon and 
ended more than seven 
hours later, according to 
sources. 

It was a potentially en¬ 
couraging sign with the ne¬ 
gotiations at a critical junc¬ 
ture and the sides expected 
to hold another session 
on Wednesday. The NHL 
requested that the meet¬ 
ings be held in a private 
setting because it thought 


it increased the odds that 
progress could be made. 

Donald Fehr, the 
NHLPA’s executive director, 
met reporters about 90 min¬ 
utes before talks resumed 
and expressed a desire to 
see the parties start closing 
in on an agreement to end 
the lockout. 

The sides hadn’t held a 


formal meeting since Oct. 
18 in Toronto, when the 
NHL took about 10 minutes 
to dismiss three proposals 
put forward by the union. 

Pittsburgh Penguins 
captain Sidney Crosby was 
among the players who at¬ 
tended that meeting and 
he also flew to New York 
on Tuesday after making a 



“last-minute” decision to sit 
in on this one. There was a 
total of 13 NHLPA members 


in attendance along with a 
handful of team owners. 

After months of trad¬ 
ing shots in the media and 
posturing for the public, 
a quiet descended on the 
hockey world. It spoke vol¬ 
umes about negotiations 
that finally seemed to have 
turned serious. 

“It’s very good to be 
getting back to the table,” 
said Fehr. “We hope that 
this time it produces more 
progress than we’ve seen in 
the past and we can figure 
out a way to make an agree¬ 
ment and to get the game 
back on the ice as soon as 
possible.”

Ping-pong precision: 
Ford gets ball rolling

You may think of ping-pong 
balls as being strictly for 
games. But at Ford, the com¬ 
pany has found a new use for 
them: As measuring devices 
in storage compartments. 

“A few years ago, we were 
trying to come up with a good 
way to measure some of our 
vehicles,” says Sejal Shref- 
fler, Ford Accommodation 
and Usage Engineer, based 
in Dearborn, Michigan. “We 
were brainstorming to come 
up with alternatives, and 
someone suggested ping-pong 
balls, so we tried it. It was a 
good way to measure some 
of the odd-shaped storage in 
vehicles.” 

The company was using 
measuring tapes, taking the 
length and width to figure 
out volume, but many stor¬ 
age compartments have odd 
shapes. As a result, two people 
could measure the same com¬ 
partment but come up with 
different numbers. 

To use the ping-pong balls, 
the engineers developed a 
cubic measurement for each 


ball that also accounted for 
the space in between them. 
By using this measurement 
over the number of ping-pong 
balls that fit into a storage 
compartment, they come up 
with an accurate total volume 
of the area. 

“We’ve done some work in 
measuring it in 3D environ¬ 
ments and using the ping- 
pong balls, we’re able to get 
really accurate results,” Shref- 
fler says. “We do measure our 
own vehicles, but primarily, 
we put them in competitors’ 
vehicles to get an understand¬ 
ing of how big some of their 
storage compartments are, so 
we can do better benchmark¬ 
ing.” 


For smaller storage spaces, 
the company uses computer- 
aided design (CAD), or even a 
measuring tape, but the ping- 
pong balls have proven to be 
one of the easiest and most 
accurate methods for larger 
ones. Storage compartments 
are very important to buy¬ 
ers, and like most compan¬ 
ies, Ford identifies the top 
items that people bring into 
the vehicle and design the 
vehicle’s console and other 
storage areas so they will be 
handy for the driver. 

“Cell phones are the big 
thing,” Shreffler says. “When 
I first started here, we never 
considered anything like that, 
but now everyone has some

Car owners have a love-hate 
thing going on with gas sta¬ 
tions. We don’t like giving 
them money, but when we 
need them, we need them bad. 
When we need them bad, only 
they can satisfy our feverish de¬ 
sire for lovely amber transpor¬ 
tation fluid, tasty snacks, and 
semi-clean washrooms. 

The age of public charging 
stations is upon us. With the 
continuing electrification of 
the automobile, gas stations are 
no longer the only “refueling” 
game in town. EVs (full electric 
vehicles) and PHEVs (plug in 
hybrids) can snub their aerody¬ 
namic noses at gas stations. 

EVs and PHEVs mostly get 
charged at home, during the 
night. But electric car stakehold¬ 
ers are working toward a world 
where public chaiging stations 
will augment at-home charging, 
to facilitate more electric car 
adoption, and to expand their 


respective daily ranges. 

Chris Hill is president of 
Electric Mobility Canada, an as¬ 
sociation that includes virtually 
all those stakeholders — EV and 
PHEV manufacturers, provin¬ 
cial power utilities, batteiy and 
charging station companies, 
etc. Hill says there are currently 
about 200 public charging sta¬ 
tions in Canada, most of which 
are located in Quebec. 

Quebec and B.C. are leading 
the charge (pun not initially 
intended). “The Electric Cir¬ 
cuit” is an initiative of the Hy¬ 
dro Quebec and is billed as the 
country’s first public charging 
network. The 150 proposed sta¬ 
tions would be located on the 
premises of partners, such as 
St-Hubert (the chicken chain), 
the cities of Montreal and Que¬ 
bec, Rona, Metro (the groceiy 
chain), Discount Car and Truck 
Rentals and AMT, which runs 
the province’s commuter train 
services. Would-be chargers just 
buy the special $25 user card 
from Hydro Quebec, good for 
10 charges, and away they go... 

AddEnergie, a Quebec-based 
charging station builder, will 
further boost the province’s 
public charging infrastructure, 
with a proposed 80-station net¬ 
work But Quebec will eventu¬ 
ally be eclipsed by B.C. Through 


the province’s Clean Vehicle In¬ 
itiative and Vancouver’s goal to 
be the greenest city in the world 
by 2020, there will be lots of 
public stations going up soon in 
the province. Mil expects about 
700 to be built there next year. 

Public charging stations are 
a province-by-province thing, 
because electricity is a provin- 
cially regulated function. Hill 
adds that currently only provin- 
cially-regulated entities can “re¬ 
sell” electricity — hence their 
need to work with partners and 
vice-versa. 

When corporate and muni¬ 
cipal partners get involved, it’s 
more often about promoting a 
green image and/or delivering 
a desirable customer service, 
because they’re not the ones 
making the electricity or billing 
you for it. 

A case in the point is the 
lone public charging station 
currently in Toronto. It’s located 
close to City Hall in a visible 
spot in the Sheraton Centre, 
and the hotel doesn’t charge 
you for the juice. 

Where all the public char¬ 
ging stations should go is still 
up for discussion. Not up for 
discussion is the fact that they 
are definitely coming to Can¬ 
ada — maybe not as fast as 
they are populating in the U.S.

buzzing in 2013 



Car buyers want 
it all. Technology, 
being green and fuel 
efficiency top list of 
wants as big, small 
brands are reborn and 
prepare for battle

On-demand technology, 
increased fuel efficiency, 
horsepower, luxury . . . 
these are just a few line 
items finicky new car buy¬ 
ers are demanding as they 
head to showrooms this fall 
to shop and sample the in¬ 
vasion of 2013 models. 

And the automakers are 
paying attention. 

Improving health in the 
new-car market, coupled 
with an insatiable consumer 
appetite for both creature 
comforts and better fuel 
economy, will make this 
battle for 2013 sales domin¬ 
ance the fiercest manufac¬ 
turers have faced since the 
U.S. economy crashed sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

“This is an exciting time 
for both the industry and 
the consumer,” said Mat¬ 
thew Keegan, editor and 
publisher of Auto Trends 
Magazine. “Car buyers made 
it clear what they want. 
We’ll see who best delivers.” 

Shrinking engine sizes, 
a greater use of eight-speed 
transmissions, along with 
more power-boosting turbo¬ 
chargers and direct fuel in¬ 
jection systems highlight 
the notable improvements 
the 2013 models offer com¬ 
pared to the 2012s, at least 
under the hood. 

“Engine technology is 
improving and these (in¬ 
itiatives) are all spreading 
across the entire industry,” 
Keegan said. “Anything 
under the hood is now de¬ 
signed to make cars get 
better fuel efficiency with¬ 
out compromising power. 
These improvements have 


been going on about the last 
three years. But it’s stepping 
up now with the (U.S.) fed¬ 
eral government requiring 
higher fuel standards.” 

Rebirth is the keyword 
for 2013 as popular auto¬ 
makers are trying to be¬ 
come relevant in markets 
dominated in recent years 
by some of the top-selling 
models in the world. 

The Cadillac ATS is tak¬ 
ing direct aim at the BMW 
3-series and the Infiniti G37 
for compact-luxury-sedan 
supremacy. 

The sporty Dodge Dart 
— built on an Alfa Romeo 
platform and the first joint 
effort from Chrysler and 
Fiat — is another roomy 
compact, trying to make 
an immediate splash in the 
2013 market. 

Other tried-and-true 
models such as the Nissan 
Altima, Honda Accord and 
Ford Fusion are all hoping 
to hold or help their place 
in the new-car market with 
complete redesigns. 

And competition among 
hybrids and plug-in models 
will also be hotter than ever 
this season with a broader 
selection and a stronger 
commitment from car 
builders. 

Sprinkle in another 30- 
plus all-new nameplates 
heading to showroom floors 
and the sales push becomes 
even greater for a consumer 
demographic armed with 
higher confidence and gent¬ 
ler credit terms to help 
guide their purchase deci¬ 
sion. 

All of these choices and 
competition comes at a 
time when the average age 
of a car on North American 
roads is 11 years, creating 
what automakers hope will 
be a bull market, loaded 
with buyers less reluctant 
to purchase big-ticket items 
in a rebounding automotive 
economy. 

Forbes Magazine reports 
that automakers recently 
enjoyed their best August 
since before the 2007-’09 
recession, selling 1.3 mil¬ 
lion cars and trucks for the 


month. And auto blog Real 
World Road Tests paints a 
rosy sales forecast well into 
the 2013 calendar year. 

“The number of quality 
choices in vehicles today is 


truly staggering. If you were 
an auto enthusiast that had 
yourself cryogenically fro¬ 
zen in the ‘bad old days’ of 
the ’70s and ’80s and then 
woke up today, you’d think 
you’re in automotive heav¬ 
en.” 

With competition comes 
choice, and the 2013 lineup 
provides plenty of both, 
even within specific mod¬ 
els. 

The Ford Fusion offers 
three separate four-cylinder 
gas engine, as well as gas/ 
electric hybrid and plug-in 
hybrid options. The Hon¬ 
da Accord will eventually 
come in a plug-in hybrid 
version, with four- and six- 
cylinder engine options also 
available. 

Power, performance and 
efficiency are important 
factors for new car buyers 
every year. But increasing 
demands for safety and in- 
car technology will also 
help drive new-car sales this 
season. 

Most of the 2013 mod¬ 
els offer improved safety 
through some combination 


of blind spot detection, 
rear-view cameras, lane- 
departure warnings and 
forward collision braking 
assistance, in the event of 
driver inattention or dis¬ 


traction. 

Of course, in-car technol¬ 
ogy continues to become 
the battleground of the new 
car market, and the auto¬ 
makers are going to great 
lengths to try to outdo the 
competition. 

Voice activated naviga¬ 


tion systems, mobile hot¬ 
spot Internet access, hands¬ 
free cellular calling, as well 
as automatic 911 emer¬ 
gency roadside assistance 
are all part of the technol¬ 
ogy lineup featured in the 
2013 models. 

“Technology is the next 
frontier for manufactur¬ 
ers,” Keegan said. “Improve¬ 
ments are being made in 
this area every year but 
there is still a lot to learn. 
This battle is just begin¬ 
ning.” 

One thing is certain; 
this isn’t your father’s 
automotive market. Design 
demands from choosy con¬ 
sumers stretch from bump¬ 
er to bumper, including in¬ 
cabin designs. 

Fuel efficiency is ob¬ 
viously important, but 
style also helps to define 
the 2013 model year, espe¬ 
cially within the $20,000 to 
$30,000 lineup of cars. 

From carbon-fibre ven¬ 
eers and noise insulation, 
to cup holders and power 
outlets, manufacturers 
are spending a lot of time, 
money, research and de¬ 
velopment on cockpit com¬ 
fort, convenience and lux¬ 
ury. 

The 2013 models high¬ 
light just how important 
design detail has become

such as the sporty interiors 
featured in some Hyundai 
and Kia lines. 

“Car buyers expect it 
all,” Keegan said. “Today’s 
cars are better equipped, 
more fuel efficient and styl¬ 
ish.” 

“More” generally costs 
more and if buyers have 
been out of the loop for 
a while, they might get a 
shock. 

Still, the selection in 
the under-$25,000 range 
is enormous with some 
brands slashing prices. 
Volkswagen, for example 
dramatically cut the prices 
of the Jetta and Passat. The 
result? 

Not surprisingly, more 
vehicle sales.
